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JUDGE CRISP AT HAWKINSYILLE. 


He Makes a Great Speech to Thousands 
Gathered—Weéak Attempt of Blue 
Fred Wimberly to Answer Him. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., September 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Yesterday was a red-letter day for 
democracy in Pulaski county. Judge Oris 
routed the third party, horse, foot and 
dragoon, in spite of the fact that their 
notorious leader, Blue Fred Wimberly, was 
on hand and allowed to deliver his accus- 
tomed harangue. As this was Judge 
Crisp’s appointment, the democrats turned 
out in large numbers to hear their dis- 
tinguished speaker.

A Lesson for Young Men. 

There is something more in the life of 
George William Curtis than the mere fact 
that he was a successful: literary man. 
One may be reasonably successful in lit 
erature and yet remain narrow and un- 
sympathetic with respect to the more prac- 
tical affairs of his time. Mr. Curtis was 
a citizen in that larger sense in which 
the word is sometimes employed, as when 
it was said of William Cullen Bryant that 
he was New York’s first citizen, or of 
James Russell Lowell that he had achiev- 
ed the full dignity of citizenship. 

More truly a man of letters than Bryant 
and more thoroughly a believer in the dig- 
nity ‘of citizenship than Lowell, Mr. Cur- 
tis illustrated his belief that a patriotic 
citizen might become a politician and yet 
keep himself utterly free from the infec- 
tion that attends the lower forms and 
methods of partisanship, That his ideals 
were set too high he himself was always 
ready to admit, yet he knew that who- 
ever struggled towards them would lift 
himself and his fellows. The true ideal 
is always beyond reach, elusive and. yet 
never vanishing, 

What is most significant in Mr. Curtis's 
career is not the fact that he has preserv- 
ed for this new age and ‘tine the tradi- 
tions of Addison and the humor of Thack- 
eray, but that he preserved his independ- 
ence of utind. in all political affairs—that 
he remained true to the ideals of citizen - 

ship which he would have sst up for oth- 
oe
